'SUBJSCT: About the Byelorussian Committee "KRIVICHF*; 



1. The Committee uas organised in Regensburg in July 19^5. The pur- 
pose of the Committee is the preparation of a future government for Byelo- 
russia. The main traits of the Committee 1 a activities are one-party unity, - 
dictatorship and chauvinism. This Committee, according to unverified sources, 
i 3 reputedly the residence of the Polish Warsaw government. 

Mostly Westerners entered the top ranks of the Committee, without 
any election, by means of self -appointment . The most Important members of 
1 the Commit tee ore.tho following: 11 JVAIiiUiiTCl UK, IvaikSTAHKEVICll, Stanislav 
tsTANKETICH, HvhenJMI^^iCH-XOCIlAllKOVSKI and Semor^mifSCH-KAJIDIBOVICIl.

During the German occupation (fof Byelorussia) , in the years 19b3-bb* 
KAWDTBOVICH worked in the Byelorussian Central RaJa in Minsk at which time 
his activities appeared to many to be pro-Bolshevik. 

3. NikolailABRAJCTCfllK i ABRAI5TCHIK, a^ijea h$, pob village of 
Sichevitsi of the Rodashkov volost , Holodec HIWX t'.N. then a part of Poland)* 
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He completed the local school. In 1920 he attended courses for Byelorussian 
teachers in Wilno. After graduating from the teachers courses, he worked as 
a teacher for one year in tho village of Lepkovshchina of the OalyansldL uyezd* 
In 1922 he again returned to the (teachers) courses in Wilno where he estab- 
lished contact with the underground Communist organization* At that tine his 
father uas the uyezd administrative chief of JJbdashkov* At approximately the 
same tine there was an adventurer-lawyer PavejVALlSKSSICKUK in Norogrudok who 
organized a meeting of western Byelorussians ^n V/ilno. during which a resolu- 
tion was brought forward for their unification with Poland.

Nikolai ABRAHTCHIK^ brother, Gavrailg -whq 'lived in the border village 
of Sichevitsi, moved to Minsk (T.H — Poland presumably) where he began 
to worte/for the GFEM-M -tT / 

Nikolai ABRAHTCHIK himself also frequently visited Minsk on missions 
for the Communists; from ‘Minsk hp' brought propi- -,anda material and he traveled 
to Minsk in order to transmit pigant) information for which he received 
dollars. He frequently crossed the USSR border (at the instructions of the 
GPU) in order to carry money across for which he received money. Officially, 

N. ABtiATITCHlX continued tp'work at the Rodashkov gymnasium where he organized 
tho Komsomol. / 

At that time Yui^ylLISTOPAD, one of those uho took part in the Slutsk 
uprising, arrived in the village of Sichevitsi where lie became active in 
Byelorussian-naUanalist activities. He was apprehended by the Poles and 
deported to thprUSSR. LISTOPAD continued his activities in the USSR where 
he wa3 then arrested by tho CPU. Ha and his accomplices were tried and 
during thi^trial Gavrail ABRAHTCHIX appeared as a witness for the prosecu- 
tion.' LISxOPAD and his accomplices were deported to Siberia. After this, 

' Gavrail/ABRAIITCHIK wo rked ope nly for the GPU in the town of Minsk under the 
pseudonym of Gavrail’^AboVsfel^ His .wife worked as a typist for the GPU. A 
short triiila thereafter* Gavrail obtained a responsible position in the trans- 
portation section of the GPU. 

Nikolai ABRAHTCHIK acquitted himself wall in Komsomol activities for 
which he was rewarded with a trip to Moscow for the Komsomol conference; he 
returned from Moscow as an important official in the Komsomol of BSSR. A 
short time thereafter he allegedly changed his ideology, became disillusioned 
with tho 'activities of the All-Union Communist (Bolshevik) Party and severed 
his activities with the Komsomol. Ha then traveled to Prague where for tho 
firrfc time he utilized the assistance of the Communists (sic). 

In Prague he devoted himself to work in the BHR (the Byelorussian National 
Republic) organization. In 1920 he attended a Byelorussian conference in 
Berlin during the course of which he praised highly tho life in the USSR to 
LASTOVSm, MAHON and TSVIKSVICH. 

ABRAHTCHIK then moved from Prague to Paris where he became acquainted 
’with the organization, Ukrainian Freedom — Ukralnskaya Volya" and made every 
attempt to associate it with the Byelorussians. 
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. After the outbreak of the Polish -German Hostilities in 1939, N. 
‘ABRAJITCHIK was summoned to Berlin (by some German political circles)* In 
Berlin he began to wqrk on .tlie publication, " Belorusskaya Rannltsa ". but 
because he was unqualified for such work was transferred into the Byelo- 
russian self -assistance committee of Berlin- After a brief period of work 
with this committee, there soon appeared some mie understanding between him 
and the committee concerning the committee funds and he again returned to 
Paris from where he returned to Prague* 

In 1943 the- chief organiser of the BKR, fAKHARKO, died in Prague. 
Prior to his death he was de&Lrous of transmitting his 0NH archives to the 
Byelorussian poetess! LarissaspuNISH, but IvarifSTAhICSTICH persuaded her not 
to accept the archives ’and rather to entrust them to tf. ABRAHTCfHK* Per his 
will, 2AKHAHX0 transfare d the archives to Larissa GEHISH and Nikolai ABKAM- 
TCHXK; the latter, after receiving the appropriate documents authorizing him 
to be the safekeeper of the documents, declared hfcnself to be the BHR Presi- 
dent. 
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Larissa GEHISH, after the capitulation of the Germans in 1945, re- 
turned to the USSR, , 

It was in that / Jear"that tho rt Krivichi a began its development. Their, 
thinker at that time vasUHUK-HRYSHKl'.W.iL, -who togetherMitnxVISLOUiQi and 
SVINmCH collaborated with the Polish riKVP. T 

^ With the assistance of tho “Krivichi", M* JUWnERIK, as presidont 

of tho UNR, moved to London in July 1947 and with the assistance of his 
mini st or, ZHUK-lIfllSIlKEVICH, established contact with the* Polish emigre 
govermaont in London. A conforonce was called which lasted circa a month 
during which a cccrct agreement was concluded relative to tho unification of 
Western Byelorussia with Poland and N. AEiJAETCHIK was recognized at tho con- 
ference as the BHR prosident. A united anti-Bolshevik front was created. The 
Polish government in London began to subsidize AMBRAHTCHIX. An agreement was 
reached with General AMBERS whereby, in event of war, the Byelorussians would 
be under supreme command of tho British and the officers in the Byelorussian 
units would be Eoles. The Belovezhskaya swamp was relinquished to Poland. 

4* ( Pnu)TBUTAI s Re was a member of this Byelorussian group during the 
Soviet occupation of We a tern Byelorussia in 1939 And was responsible for/ 
organizing the Komsomol organization in the village of Ozemiki and actively 
participated in the destruction of churches, etc. 

After the withdrawal of the Soviets in 1*941, documents were found 
attesting that BUTAX worked for MKVD. 

After the Ger.nan capitulation, BUTAI directed the ocout activities 
in tho Ootcrhofen DP comp. I ^

The first half of April of this year was devoted by G. to political 
activities Snyelorussian groups by visiting the suburbs of Huenchen iui 
order to establish the number of Byelorussians, by encouraging them to 
participate in activities, etc. On 18 April of this year an organisation, 
meeting took place in the building of the Latvian committee (Kuenchen- 
Bogenhausen) during the course of which delegates were selected for the 
general Byelorussian conference which, for the three zones, is to take place 
on 3 and U May. The delegates were selected on the following basis: 1 dele- 

gate for every 100 Byelorussians. For theLtown of Xuenchen tad its suburbs, 
the following were selected as delegates V sevolodlfflADIYtVS KfX 

(Widderstrasse lh, Bogenhansen) and GOLUXjft^ • ^ 

The bead of the group is one OSTROVSKI (who is from Western Byelorussia, 
who during the l?Ul-U5 war was the president of Byelorussia and who is pre- 
sumed to be of pro-Russian orientation) . 

Together with its plans for political activities (organization of a 
center, creating a Peasant-agricultural party, receiving of a license and 
organization of it3 own press, etc.), the Byelorussian group intends to 
organize an intelligence group which has the support of the French and 
British intelligence; the group maintains that it has contact with Byelo- 
russia*

The person in charge of the intelligence activities is one (Fnu) 
a Byelorussian, an emigre of the first formation (sic), a graduate of 'an 
institution of higher learning in Belgium who has command over several 
European languagon including French* MAI, according to GOLUBEVS, is abso- 
lutely incapable* The second person designated to take part in Intelligence 
activities is GOLUB hVS. 

Initial talks with representatives of the French intelligence have 
taken place a week ago; the final meeting was designated for 26.Ii.U8 for 
which MAI is obliged to travel to the French zone.
